Examiner considered Applicant's remarks. In particular, in regards to claim 1, Applicant argues that the Office Action fails to establish that 
"isochronous traffic" equates to the expressly recited winning pipe flow and Applicant submits that "isochronous traffic" does not equate to a 
winning pipe flow. Examiner's interpretation of "winning pipe flow" from the specification is a pipe flow with a set of QoS parameters e.g. 
(Spec. [0018]). Examiner asserts that Eberle teaches this limitation in 5: [0022] read '[t]he precalculated schedule may be used to schedule 
isochronous data to implement quality of service (QoS), e.g., transmission of audio or video streams across a network.' Further in Eberle, 
Figure 1 and Arbiter (101) evaluates requests from exemplarily pipes 110, 112, and 114 and grants a request to the winning pipe. In 
regards to claim 7, Applicant argues that Hassan-Ali II does not appear to mention a second calendar, much less writing data regarding a 
pipe flow to a second calendar, or a secondary calendar for storing pipe flows that are scheduled to be serviced. Examiner maintains that 
Hassan-Ali II teaches these limitations as shown in Figure 5 using a hybrid calendar heap by creating a hierarchical three level search.. 
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
